“Tax reform is an issu e wh ose 
time is a lot closer to coming th an 
many p rofessional p oliticians admit, 
or ev en recognize,” warns Demo­ 
cratic Ch airman Lawrence O’Brien, 
to wh ich George Wallace wou ld cer­ 
tainly add “Amen.” 
Nev er mind th at Congress p assed 
a major tax reform bill in 1969 and 
h as made significant ch anges ev ery 
y ear since th en. Th e tax sy stem can 
alway s stand reform, and most es­ 
p ecially righ t after a so-called re­ 
form h as been institu ted. 
For th e reason is th is: Th e tax 
sy stem (and sp eaking of air) is like 
noth ing so mu ch as a big, missh ap en 
balloon. Pu sh against one p art of it 
and it sticks ou t somewh ere else. 
Pry to rou nd ou t one p rotu berance 
and anoth er one pops ou t on th e oth ­ 
er side. 
For instance, th ere’s a bill in th e 
Hou se to remov e th e tax ex emp tion 
for income from mu nicip al bonds, a 
looph ole wh ich enables many a fat 
cat to escap e federal tax . 
Bu t a comp anion p art of th e bill 
calls for an offsetting federal su bsi­ 
dy to state and local gov ernments to 
h elp th em keep th eir bond offerings 
attractiv e to inv estors. Wh ere wou ld 
th is su bsidy come from if not from 
tax dollars from oth er sou rces? 
Likewise, th ere are bills to end 
th e notoriou s oil and minerals dep le­ 
tion allowances. Bu t again, some 
oth er incentiv e—p aid for with tax 


rev enu e—wou ld h av e to be offered 
to encou rage ex p loration. 
Ev ery single American wh o files 
a tax retu rn h as at least one “loop­ 
h ole’’—a p ersonal ex emp tion, and 
an ex emp tion for ev ery dep endent 
h e may h av e. Homeowners are su b­ 
sidized by oth er tax p ay ers to th e 
tu ne of billions by being able to de­ 
du ct th eir mortgage interest and 
p rop erty tax es. 
A looph ole big enou gh to driv e a 
tru ck th rou gh was p assed last y ear. 
Th is one su bsidizes th e baby sitter 
and maid ex p enses of working moth ­ 
ers—moth ers wh o work ou tside th e 
h ome, th at is. 


In fact, so ex tensiv e are th e loop­ 
h oles for indiv idu als th at Tom Stan­ 
ton, director of th e Tax Reform Re­ 
search Grou p, a Naderite organiza­ 
tion, estimates th at if th ey were all 
eliminated, tax rates cou ld be re­ 
du ced across th e board by 43 p er 
cent, with th e added bonu s of v astly 
simp lify ing tax retu rns. 
Yet th e federal income tax start­ 
ed ou t as a fairly simp le and 
straigh tforward th ing back in 1913 . 
Th en along came th is looph ole and 
th at looph ole, with p ressu re grou p s 
and comp elling logic beh ind ev ery 
one of th em. 
Spawned along th e way was a 
wh ole indu stry sp ecializing in inter­ 
p reting th e increasingly complex 
tax laws. 
Not only th at. Ov er th e y ears, th e 
federal income tax became mu ch 
more th an a sou rce of income to ru n 
th e cou ntry . It was transformed into 
an instru ment for p romoting certain 
generally 
agreed-u p on 
social 
goods—th e fostering of h ome owner­ 
sh ip, resou rces dev elop ment, bu si­ 
ness inv estment, p riv ate p h ilanth ro­ 
py , a means of distribu ting some of 
th e nation’s wealth from h igh to low. 
Yes, tax reform is in th e air, and 
will be from now till doomsday — 
wh ich for millions of Americans, 
stru ggling at th e moment with th e 
ev er-“simp lified” bu t ev er-my ste- 
riou s Form 104 0, bears th e date of 
April 15. 


Unions owe powe r to Wa gne r Ac t of 1935

AFL-CIO President George Mea- 
ny is a cottage filled with secret 
nooks bu t, beh ind th e scenes, th ere 
are sev eral desp eration mov es in big 
labor’s with drawal, wh ich h e led, 
from President Nix on’s Pay Board. 
It’s really not wages, h eav en 
knows. Th e Pay Board disap p rov ed 
West Coast dock strike settlement 
th at ran to fou r times th e basic anti­ 
inflation gu ideline. In fact, u nion 
wages h ardly figu re at all—th ey ’re 
already so h igh . 
Big labor insiders know Mr. 
Meany is try ing to make points with 
th e y ou ng Tu rks in th e u nions by ir­ 
ascibly sassing th e Wh ite Hou se. 
And h e is also attemp ting an ov er-all 
u nion ju stification, for u nionization 
itself is in deep trou ble. 
It contains a basic p roblem th at 
rides h ard, like h orses in a nigh t­ 
mare. 
Th ere nev er h as been a grass­ 
roots, worker-based grou ndswell for 
u nionization in th e United States. In­ 
disp u tably , it’s been force-fed. Th e 
u nions’ p olitical p ower is concen­ 
trated, of cou rse, in th e Democratic 
p arty . For nearly 4 0 y ears noth ing 
h as been p ossible with in th at p arty 
with ou t th e su p p ort of organized la­ 
bor. At th e p arty ’s last conv ention 
(Ch icago) 200 delegates were u nion 


officials or 
members. 
And th e 
u nions’ monopolistic p ower is th e di­ 
rect resu lt. 
Th e way to redu ce th is p ower is to 
remov e th e sp ecial legal immu nity 
th e Democratic p arty enacted for 
th e u nions, not to rep lace one giant 
p ower by anoth er in th e form of big- 
broth er gov ernment. Bu t try to get 
th is done! 
Unions today owe most of th eir 
position to th e Wagner Act (1935), 
wh ich forced wide u nionization 
th rou gh a Democratic p arty deal. 
Th en anoth er Democratic p arty deal 
su p p lied th e Hu tch eson Act. Th is ex ­ 
emp ted u nions from th e Sh erman 
antitru st laws and gav e u nions inter­ 
locking p owers in restraint of trade. 
Bu t, alth ou gh Mr. Meany wou ld 
as soon eat an Eskimo’s boot as ad­ 
mit it, noth ing h as ov ercome u nioni­ 
zation’s fu ndamental p roblem.

Th e Sov iet Union is strength ening

In th e West th e 
pro-Sov iet wing of th e National 
Awami p arty is working for wh at 
amou nts to a breaku p of West 
Pakistan into a series of smaller 
states h eld togeth er in a loose u nion. 
Th is desp ite th e Moscow wlecome 
recently giv en to th e West Pakistan 
h ead of state. 
Th ou gh th e Ru ssians and th eir 
Indian allies h av e denied any su ch 
intent, th is p lan to sp lit West 
P akistan was th e trigger th at 
p romp ted President Nix on and Dr. 
Henry Kissinger to become so in­ 
v olv ed in th e India-Pakistan war. 
Th e U.S. action, it is believ ed h ere, 
temp orarily p rev ented th e breaku p . 
Bu t th e ev idence now is th at th e pro- 
Ru ssian u ndergrou nd is ex p anding 
its attemp ts at “freeing su p p ressed 
minorities” th rou gh ou t th e West 
Pakistan area. 
By contrast, in India itself, th e 
p ro-Sov iet Commu nist p arty is 
working with Mrs. Indira Gandh i’s 
Congress p arty against any split-off 
of th e West Bengalis to join with 
th eir East Bengali breth ren in 
Bangladesh . 
Bu t in India’s West Bengal, th e 


pro-Ch inese Commu nist p arty is 
working for “liberation” of th is 
people and p u sh ing th eir righ t to 
sep arate from th e New Delh i 
gov ernment and join Bangladesh . 
Wh at we h av e in th e India- 
Pakistan-Bangladesh su b-continent 
today th erefore is not a figh t be­ 
tween commu nism and democracy 
bu t th e age-old stru ggle between two 
p owers—th e Sov iet Union and Ch ina 
and th eir national interests. 
Th e battle will get worse. Th e 
followers 
of 
each 
side 
h av e 
th reatened continu ed v iolence. 
Th is is a stru ggle it wou ld be well 
for th e United States to keep at 
arm ’s length , ex cep t to aid th ose 
u nfortu nate peop le wh o may be 
h omeless or starv ing becau se of 
th ese disorders. 
By step p ing in, th e United States 
can be too easily cast as th e v illain 
by all sides concerned. Bu t by 
keep ing 
free 
and 
w aiting, 
Wash ington will giv e th e Sov iet 
Union time to make th ose mistakes 
in foreign affairs for wh ich it is 
famou s. 
After wh at seem s like well- 
p lanned su ccesses. Moscow h as a 
p rop ensity for bobbling, 
by at­ 
temp ting to be ov erly dev iou s, 
p lay ing ev ery nation and grou p 
inv olv ed against th e oth ers—wh ile 
endeav oring to be th e confidant of 
all. 
Recent stu dies indicate th at h ow­ 
ev er great Moscow’s initial su c­ 
cesses in th is international intrigu e, 
and th ey h av e been considerable, 
ov er th e y ears Moscow’s tendency 
toward ov erkill leads to a strong 
local reaction. 
Th e best th ing for th e United 
States, th en, is to wait, keep ing th e 
door open for normal friendly rela­ 
tions with th ose gov ernments in th e 
area wh ile waiting for Moscow and 
Peking slip u p s.

Union membersh ip h ad 
crep t u p to only 17 .5 million. Today 
81 million workers are emp loy ed. 
Total u nion membersh ip , inclu ding 
indep endent u nions, is h ardly 19 mil­ 
lion. 
Th e nation’s labor force h as in­ 
creased 27 million since th e war 
wh ile u nion membersh ip is u p only 
4 .7 million. 
Th e economy inclu des some fiv e 
million small and mediu m-sized en­ 
terp rises. Unionization driv es h av e 
rep eatedly (and ex p ensiv ely ) failed 
among th eir workers. 
Th e sh ift of ou r economy from 
produ ction to serv ice categories h as 
fu rth er widened th e “won’t join” 
gap. 
Manu factu ring, h eav y indu stry 
and mining emp loy ment h as in­ 
creased (17 .5 million workers to 19.5 
million) in th e p ast 20 y ears—an 11 
p er cent increase or abou t one-h alf 
of one p er cent a y ear. Serv ices em­ 
ploy ment h as increased nearly 4 0 
p er cent. An Mr. Meany h imself ad­ 


mits th at h opes of u nionizing th e 
serv ice indu stries h av e all bu t v an­ 
ish ed like a p ricked balloon. 
Also, more wiv es th an u nmarried 
girls are now working. Th ey are 20 
p er cent of th e entire labor force. 
Mr. Meany agrees th at working 
wiv es are th e h ardest of all workers 
to u nionize. 
Unions remain congealed at th e 
core of ou r economy —stev edoring, 
steel, coal, ru bber, au tomobiles, 
transp ortation, 
commu nications, 
etc. Th is position giv es u nions th eir 
decisiv e economic p ower. Bu t th eir 
power is clearly anoth er case of th e 
power of a sh ockingly small minori­ 
ty . 
Th e cou ntry is clearly fed u p with 
th e arrogant, th u nderbolt u ltima­ 
tu ms big labor’s leaders so constant­ 
ly h u rl at th e gov ernment and at or­ 
dinary citizens alike. 
Mr. Meany and th e rest ap p ar­ 
ently do not u nderstand th at th e 
floor h as mov ed beneath th em, th at 
th e social stru ctu re for u nionization 
h as ch anged bey ond redemp tion and 
th at th e temp er of th e times is 
against th em.

er th ese ex amp les of th e Democratic 
p arty try ing to grap p le with th e is­ 
su es in a p residential y ear; 
At one cou nty conv ention in Min­ 
nesota, wh ere th e p arty is going 
th rou gh th e p residential delegate se­ 
lection p rocess, not one of 129 resolu ­ 
tions su bmitted for action h ad any ­ 
th ing to do with th e nation’s econo­ 
my . 
Wh en th e liberally bent Califor­ 
nia Democratic Cou ncil met recent­ 
ly , th e great p rep onderance of its 
resolu tions h ad to do with wh at trou ­ 
bled economically strap p ed Ameri­ 
cans. Th ey see as h igh -flown, re­ 
mote issu es Bangladesh , Th ailand, 
amnesty , etc. 
In late Janu ary , I attended a del­ 
egate-ch oosing p recinct cau cu s in an 
afflu ent u niv ersity district in Des 
Moines, 
Iowa. 
Some 55 people * 
ch u rned ov er issu es and men for 
fou r h ou rs, and th ere was v irtu ally 
no mention eith er of th e state of th e 
economy , of bristling tax issu es, or 
ev en of th e Vietnam war in a direct 
sense. 
Th e p articip ants seemed not to 
realize h ow lu dicrou s it sou nded 
wh en one asp irant to th e cou nty con­ 
v entions (nex t step u p) rose to make 
h is case and said: 
“Let’s see now, I’ll ju st go 
th rou gh th e issu es—amnesty , abor­ 
tion, legalizations of m ariju ana. . .” 
Th ere were, of cou rse, sev eral 
y ou ng p eop le on h and, wh ich wou ld 
accou nt for some stress on th ese 
matters. Bu t th ere were also p lenty 
of adu lts, and th ey all seemed 
blacked-ou t to th e real world ou t­ 
side. 
In a v ery major way , so does 
mu ch of th e Democratic p arty lead­ 
ersh ip , inclu ding some of th e p resi­ 
dential bidders th e Iowans were v ot­ 
ing on th at cold, snowy nigh t. 
Th e oddest commentary on th e 
great gap between v oter concerns 
and th e Democrats’ p olitical dis­ 


cou rse is th e fact th at bantam Gov . 
George Wallace of Alabama is now 
h ailed as th e alarm clock wh o 
stirred th em all to w h at’s on th e av ­ 
erage American’s mind. 
Democratic National Ch airman 
Lawrence O’Brien say s h e h ears of­ 
ten from p arty rank and file th at “at 
least Wallace h as sh aken th ese gu y s 
u p .” 


If, in fact, th e Democratic lead­ 
ers needed Wallace to ring th e bell 
for th em, it’s a confession of incredi­ 
ble failu re. Th ey can all read. For 
y ears th ere h av e been colorfu l ac­ 
cou nts of th e discontents of th e h ar­ 
assed m iddle-incom e A m erican. 
Wh ere h av e th ey all been?

Th e tou gh core in all th is is th at, 
ev en if th ey sh ou ld stop q u aking 
ov er Wallace and talk p ositiv ely to 
peop le th ey ’v e neglected a long 
time, th ey really can’t offer mu ch 
ch eerfu l p rosp ect for th em. Th ere’s 
illu sion, too, in th e resou nding sim­ 
p licities of th e candidates wh o strike 
a little ch ord with antigov ernment 
refrains.

Dear Person: I lov e p eop le, 
too, bu t I learned long ago that 
y ou can’t sav e p eop le from 
them selv es. Heav y sm ok ers 
are p hy sically addicted to 
tobacco as su rely as the ju nk ie 
who is hook ed on smack . And, in 
addition to the p hy sical addic­ 
tion there’s a p sy chological 
p roblem. He mu st lik e himself 
well enou gh to go throu gh the 
discomfort of k ick ing his habit. 
Unless the addict is willing to 
su ffer the p angs of withdrawal, 
nothing can help him. 
Dear Ann Landers: Two 
months ago I borrowed my girl­ 
friend’s floor cleaner. While I 
was setting u p the cleaner it 
cau ght on fire.

On J une 24, 1921, the General Assembly 
autho rized the Department o f Public Wo rks 
and Buildings to hire “ a sufficient number o f 
state highway patro l o fficers to enfo rce the 
pro v isio ns o f the Mo to r Vehicle Laws.” 
The Illino is State Po lice began serv ice o n 
April 1,1922, with J o hn H. Stack, fo rmer Kan­ 
kakee po lice chief, as chief, and eight high­ 
way patro l o fficers. 
To day , 5 0 y ears later, the State Po lice has 
1,7 09 o fficers and 602 o ther men and wo men 
wo rking in the div isio n. 
Patro ls began fro m fiv e lo catio ns, Peo ria, 
La Salle, Kankakee, Danv ille and Granite 
City . 
To day State Po lice pro wl cars o perate in 
ev ery co unty in the state. 
In 1922, the state po lice co ncept had as 
precedents the Tex as Rangers in 18 35 , and the 
Massachusetts Co nstabulary o f 1865 . Penn­ 
sy lv ania in 1905 and New Yo rk in 1917 began 
true po lice o rganizatio ns. And Michigan co n­ 
v erted its wartime co nstabulary to state po ­ 
lice in 1919 but with bitter o ppo sitio n. The 


label of “strik ebreak er” was u sed to d iscred it 
the id ea in Illinois and in other states. 
The first state troop ers were ou tfitted with 
World War I su rp lu s p u ttees, breeches, belts, 
cap s and a few p ilots’ helmets. 
Althou gh new motorcy cles were talk ed 
abou t, the p atrolmen had to u se war-su rp lu s 
“bik es” for sev eral y ears. 
In late 1922, the p atrol officers were 
eq u ip p ed with motorcy cles with sid ecars, 
stand ard ized sp eed ometers and load ometers 
for weighing tru ck s. 
Althou gh they d id not hav e u niforms, they 
wore a p oliceman’s star and carried signed 
cred entials card s. 
A state p oliceman and his wife were the 
first of the new force to d ie and their d eaths 
came abou t as a resu lt of Bergen and Shelton 
wars of 1927. 
Ev entu ally the entire Berger gang went to 
jail and their lead er, Charlie Berger, was 
hanged ; bu t it was nev er p rov ed that he was 
resp onsible for the slay ing of the state p olice- 
•*»d his wife. 


By 1929, the state p olice had 100 Frod s, bu t 
many p atrolmen still rod e motorcy cles in 
good weather. 
The force was au thorized to u se rad io 
eq u ip ment in 1931 by the General Assembly , 
and in 1932 state p olice inv estigators were 
called to help solv e an ep id emic of k id nap ­ 
p ings. 
Police chiefs and civ ic lead ers met early in 
1930 in Chicago to d iscu ss a rising tid e of 
crime and lawlessness and to su ggest legisla­ 
tion against it. 
This 1930 citizen and p olice effort had three 
objectiv es: Passage of a bill for an Illinois 
Bu reau of Id entification; a bill to ou tlaw the 
sale and u se of machine gu ns, and a bill to 
mak e it u nlwfu l to u se shortwav e rad ios in 
any au tomobile u nless op erated by a d u ly 
constitu ted p eace officer.

called to tak e charge of a u nit assigned to as- 
sit with inv estigations in Chicago. 
They cap tu red k id nap p ers and bank rob­ 
bers in 1932 and 1933. Their most noteworthy 
case was the cap tu re of Nebrask a bank rob­ 
bers who had stolen $250,000. 


Motorcy cles, which had been d eclining in 
u se for sev eral y ears, were aband oned in 
1948. 
In May 1951 the d ep artment started air-to- 
grou nd op erations, u sing airp lane p ilots and 
state p olice in sq u ad cars.

terference in telev isio n recep­ 
tio n fo r a half millio n v iewers, 
mo st o f them in the city ’s sub­ 
urbs. 
While Sears Ro ebuck Co . o ffi­ 
cials talk abo ut apply ing spe­ 
cial signal-abso rbing materials 
abo v e the 67 th flo o r o f the 110- 
sto ry o ffice co mplex to reduce 
the interference, cable tele­ 
v isio n firms are apply ing fo r 
franchises in the areas to be af­ 
fected, say ing they can elimi­ 


nate the 
interference 
com­ 
p letely . 
While none of the su bu rbs in 
the interference p attern hav e 
signed contracts with cable 
comp anies, all are consid ering 
franchise p rop osals. And offi­ 
cials say the sales p itch of in­ 
terference-free 
v iewing 
is 
temp ting. 
“If Sears is u nable to d o any ­ 
thing abou t the interference, 
then cable telev ision is certain­ 
ly something we ou ght to con­ 
sid er,” said Albert Smith, may ­ 
or of Sk ok ie, a v illage to the 
north of Chicago 
that lies 
smack in the mid d le of the in­ 
terference p attern. 
The interference p attern—a 
northwest to sou theast line 


p assing throu gh the bu ild ing on 
the fringe of Chicago’s Loop — 
wou ld , accord ing to sev eral 
citizens grou p s and rep resenta­ 
tiv es fo the telev ision ind u stry , 
cau se d ou ble images or “ghost­ 
ing” of telev ision p ictu res. 
Sears has ad mitted its bu ild ­ 
ing, at 1,4 50 feet stand ing taller 
than the John Hancock Bu ild ing 
from which local telev ision sta­ 
tions and network affiliates 
transmit their signals, will in­ 
tercep t the signals, cau sing 
them to bou nce off. 
The twin towers of the 110- 
story World Trad e Center hav e 
alread y cau sed some ghosting 
in areas of New York City , al­ 
thou gh the comp lex is not com­ 
p leted . A city task force warn­ 


ed in 1968 that the towers cou ld 
interfere 
with 
recep tion 
in 
more than a half a million 
homes in the Bronx and Man­ 
hattan, bu t wid esp read or all- 
p erv asiv e signal loss has not 
been d ocu mented . Most New 
York stations transmit from the 
Emp ire State Bu ild ing. 
Bu t Sears officials rejected 
su ggestions that they lop 250 
feet off the height of their 
bu ild ing, and su ggested instead 
that sp ecial wire mesh wind ows 
and signal-absorbing material 
be installed in the u p p er floors 
of the stru ctu re. The bu ild ing, 
sched u led to be comp leted by 
late 197 3, is being constru cted 
at a cost of more than $150 mil­ 
lion. 


Sk ok ie and Deerfield , another 
su bu rb in the interference p at­ 
tern, filed a joint comp laint 
March 28 in Cook Cou nty Cir­ 
cu it Cou rt, seek ing to stop con­ 
stru ction of the office tower u n­ 
til the interference p roblem is 
solv ed . 
Lak e Cou nty State’s Atty . 
Jack Hoogasian has filed su it in 
Circu it Cou rt of Lak e Cou nty , 
also seek ing a d elay in con­ 
stru ction, and a citizens grou p , 
Illinois Citizens Committee for 
Broad casting, has p etitioned 
the Fed eral Commu nications 
Commission to tak e ju risd iction 
in the d isp u te ov er recep tion. 
Meanwhile, cable telev ision 
firms are getting their foot in 
the 
d oor. 
Lerner 
Commu ­ 


nications Inc. of Chicago has 
ap p lications p enfing in sev eral 
of the northwestern su bu rbs. 
Scientific Commu nications Inc. 
of su bu rban La Grange Park 
has filed ap p lications to op erate 
in 25 western su bu rbs. 
Lou is Lerner, p resid ent of 
Lerner Commu nications, say s 
cable telev ision has become 
“more easily m ark etable be­ 
cau se of interference p roblems, 
and cou ld be ex tremely mean­ 
ingfu l in those areas in the in­ 
terference shad ow' of Sears 
Tower.” 
Bu t Lerner said the p arad e of 
firms seek ing cable franchises 
is ju st beginning. “Once p eop le 
k now they ’re going to be get­ 
ting interference for su re, there 


w ill be a merry p arad e of com­ 
p anies who see a fast bu ck to 
be mad e.” 
Sk ok ie and Deerfield , while 
they are consid ering signing 
contracts for cable telev ision on 
their own, also hav e su ggested 
that Sears mak e amend s for 
the p roblems its bu ild ing will 
create by p ay ing the cost of 
setting u p cable serv ice in a f­ 
fected areas. 
“ It wou ld be a v ery ex ­ 
p ensiv e alternativ e to sp ecial 
materials on the bu ild ing,” said 
Jerald Op p enheim, a member 
of the Illinois Citizens Com­ 
mittee for Broad casting. “And 
it’s no su rp rise that Sears has 
not resp ond ed to this^su gges- 
tion.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Base­ 
ball play ers con tin u ed their 
strike ttx iay as two own ers 
called on Commission er Bowie 
Ku hn to take action to en d the 
week-lon g walkou t. 
“The commission er is goin g 
to hav e to in terv en e,” say s 
own er Bob Short of the Tex as 
Ran gers, who recommen ds that 
Ku hn take an iron -fisted stan d 
an d order the play ers back to 
work. “I kn ow that he has been 
relu ctan t to take sides, bu t he’s 
the on ly person left who can 
solv e this.” 
“He may n ot thin k he has the 
power, bu t I believ e he does. 
He had the power to keep me 
in Washin gton , D C., althou gh 
he told me that he chose n ot to 
u se it,” Short added, referrin g 
to his fran chise switch from 
Washin gton to Tex as this past 
win ter. 
Calv in Griffith, presiden t of 


the Min n esota Twin s, is on 
Short’s side. He, too, thin ks the 
commission er shou ld make his 
pitch. 
“If Ku hn doesn ’t step in to it, 
the on ly solu tion I can see is 
for play ers to call off the 
strike,” said Griffith. 
That doesn ’t seem too likely 
immediately , based on recen t 
dev elopmen ts. 
Chief n egotiators met Thu rs­ 
day in a lon g, bu t fru itless dis­ 
cu ssion in an attempt to en d 
the first gen eral strike in base­ 
ball history , n ow in its sev en th 
day . 
“We are n ot close to an y set­ 
tlemen t,” declared Marv in Mil­ 
ler, the ex ecu tiv e director of 
the Major Leagu e Play ers’ As­ 
sociation .
